Nature Saved This Historic and Un- 
changing Stream the Trouble of Cut- 
ting a Channel For its Course From 
the Great Lakes to the Sea, 
What is the oldest river in the 

World? The St, Lawrence, It 1s also 

one of the few rivers that did not 

have to make its own bed and has re- 
mained unchanged since the very be- 
epning of the American” continent. 

Try to think of a time when the 
earth was covered by a mass of water, 
hot, steaming and often tremendously 
disturbed by the throes of a globe be- 
Meath it that was shrinking because it 
was becoming cooler. As the globe 
shrank every particle of the outside 
Was naturally pulled in toward the 
centre, and the hardening crust, which 
could not be packed any more solidly 
than it was, had to wrinkle, sinking 
down here and bulging up somewhere 
else. 

After a time certain of these rising 
wrinkles, or folds, the thicker or firm. 
er pi “ts of the earth’s crust, stood the 
strain and became permanent ridges. 
The oldest of them that geologists 
know and apparently the first that 
bulged up above the universal ocean 
and remained high and dry was the 
Droad mass on which Canada now 
rests, It is a part of the original crust 
of the earth, and we can see it today 
wherever it is not covered by newer 
focks or soil just as it crystallized and 
cooled out of the primeval molten ma- 
terial. 


This mass formed a broad V from | 


Labrador down to Lake Huron and 
thence northwestward to Alaska, On 


account of its shape geologists call it)

VORACIOUS PLANTS 


+ 


Sense of Presence of Objects at a 
Slight Distance 


Without eyes, ears or sense of 
smell, so far as we know, plants are 
apparently affected by the presence of 
objects that do not directly touch 
them. In the cage of animals, objects 
produce this effect through the well- 
known senses, but it is hardly prob- 
able that plants have any of these, 
although the discovery of lenses, ana- 
logous to those of the eye, are found in 
leaves of some plants. Yet they must 
have some faculty nearly akin to 
ours, as it clearly shown by the exper- 
iments described by 8. Leonard Bas- 
ton. We know now, Mr. Baston as- 
serts, that plants are able to feel ob- 
jects at a distance. That is to vay, 
they act as if they were aware of the 
presence of a certain thing, even 
though they may not be in contact 
at all. He gives as follows a few of 
the most startling cases which have 
come under his notice, says the 
Sctentific American. 

Everybody knows that the sundew 
catches flies. The leaves of this plant 
are covered with tentacles which, be- 
ing very sensitive, close in round the 
captive. But the foliage of the sun-! 
dew has another remarkable char-| 
acteristic. If a fly is fixed about halt) 
an inch from any of the leaves a most, 
astonishing thing happens. After a) 
short interval it is seen that the sun- 
dew leaf has moved perceptibly to-! 
wards its victim. Soon the cruel ten- 
tacles have reached the unhappy fly; 
and are seen to be slowly moving 
around their prey, There {ts now no 
chance to escape, and with every mo- 
ment the fate of the Insect becomes } 
more certain. 

A few feeble wriggles and the fly 
is dead. When one comes to think) 
jot it, it is very strange that a plant 
should be able to go in pursuit of its 
; prey in the manner indicated. Some! 
plants are very unscrupulous; unable 
fo secure a living on their own ac- 
count, they prey upon the more hard- 
working of their fellows. Such is the} 
dodder, a most birulent parasite, | 
which, apart from the first few weeks | 
of its existence, has no roots or leaves 
and exists as a blood-sucker on other 
plants. The seed of the dodder germ- 
inates in the soil, and from this arises 
‘a curious threadlike growth. Now it 
is of vital importance that the young | 
dodder should be able to seize hold of | 
some suitable host, such as a clover

in southern and southeastern Europe, 
but it fe a well known fact that they 
are much lower than in Great Britato, 
Germany or France, This Is particu: 
larly true of Italy, Austria-Hungary, 
Greece, Turkey, Russia and the Bal- 
kan States. In fact, it may be safely 
sald that in the latter countries the 
average wage of men engaged in com- 
mon and agricultural labor is less than 
fifty cents per day, while in some 
sections it ls even much lower. It 
is true that in some countries agricul- 
tural laborers receive from employers 
certain concessions in the way of fuel, 
food and eo forth, but the value of 
the concessions are insufficient to ef- 
fect materially the low wage scale. 
Low Living Conditions 

It is a common but erroneous belief, 
that peasants and artisans in the 
European countries, from whitch the 
new immigrant comes, can live a0 very 
cheaply that the low wages have prac- 
tically ae greet a purchasing power 
as Me higher wages in the United 
States end Canada.. Rut the low coset 
of living among the working people, 
especiaily of southerh and eastern 
Burope, is due to @ low standard of 
living rather then to cheapness of 
food and other commodities, As a 
matter of fact, Meat and other costly 
articles of food, which are considered 
almost essential to the Canadian work- 
ingman, cannot be afforded among 
laborere in like occupations in south- 
ern and eastern Burope. 

Canada welcomes immigrants from 
these countries, but It ts questionable 
whether we should welcome the pro 
ducts of the workers they left behind 
‘them in thelr old homes, Canada's 
policy thus far has been to enamre as 
far as possible the manufacture within 


clause to the effect that the fron and 
steel for the bridge be fabri ted In 
Vancouver, where are two com 
panies which have a combined invest 
ment of over a million dollars in plant 
Favor the Home Product 

There is a moral fn this that has 
a far wider application than in the 
case of spaghett!, A vast amount of 
material is sold in Canadian stores 
labelled “Latest Importations;” “Best 
Imported Brands"; “Direct Imports 
from France”; “Best British Make,” 
etc., that ts the result of an honest 
day's work by a Canadian workman 
in a Canadian factory, The Imported 
idea {s a delusion, and it is gratifying 
to those who belleve In the “Made-in- 
Canada” product to know that the 
consumer who is so prejudiced agatnst 
the Canadian made article cannot note 
the difference between the home and 
foreign made product. This !* an fn- 
direct compliment to the Canadian 
manufacturer and the Canadian me 
chanic, and should convince the most 
sceptical that he should patronize the 
home product wherever possible, Now 
le the time to pursue this policy If 
we wish to restore good times in 
Caneda.
